Xx pe During May IS4E many emall skirmishes were fought between Chinese Communist 
29 troops and small patrols of Nationalist 8th Arey troops moving out from 

Chefoo (121-24, 37-22); none of these were decizive in any way, although in 
every instance the Communists apparentiy suffered more casualties than did 
‘the Nationalist troope. In the area approximately 25 14 south of Chefco, 
Communists ard Nationalists engaged in a hattls wrich went on during the 
entire night of 9 May and resulted in the following: approximately 900 . 
Communists killed, 700 captured, in addition to the seizure of three 75 calibre 
guns, five heavy machine guns, 600 rifles and 3,500 rounds of ammunition; 
the Nationalists lost three officers, 197 enlisted men, and two trucks. Three 
days later, on 12 May, the two forces again met and this tima the Communists 
lost approximately 400 troops and the Nationalists lost about 1450. 


2.” Refugees‘ continue to pour into Chefoo from Communist-controlled areas of 
Shantung. Nationalist th army figures in Chafvo indicate the presence of 
about 170,000 refugees in Chefoo, The. Bunicipal government hes established 
refugee shelters, but food is a big item and there is little available for 
use by the refugees. 


3B. Many refugees have left Chefoo and returned to sheir homes because of the 
shortage of food; the Communists have not only encouraged them to return, but 
have fed them as well. Many of the refugeas rewurning from Chefoo to their 
native places have voluntarily agreed to sork for the Communists, and many are 
involunterily conscripted and then sent to the area of Chihala (120-49, 37-16) 
where they as trained to work in the Communist arsenals, [tCt~*~CédS repos 25X1 
from Chibsia indicate two training schools in this area - one for arsenal 
technicians, und the other for intelligence. Ii. is estimated that at the present 
time there are 1,500 men. attending these schocle.
